Dwight D. Eisenhower ends his 
first year in the White House next 
Wednesday — far 
more 
seasoned 
politically, surer-footed as a civil­ 
ian leader than the general-turn- 
ed-politician w^ho took office Jan. 
20, 1953. 
In spite of constant problems 
and harassing troubles, the con­ 
tagious Eisenhower grin is still 
in evidence. But that square jaw 
seems to jut out more than itj 
once did. 
After 12 months in office Eisen­ 
hower still can say, as in his can­ 
didate days, “ I don’t know” or 
‘T’m no expert on that.” But he 
also can say *T want” and ‘‘I 
expect.” 
A revealing comment was of­ 
fered in private conversation the 
other day by an official of the 
Budget Bureau, the agency which 
translates into working dollars and 
cents the plans and wishes of others 
in the government. 
*Tn preparing the new budget,” 
this official said, ‘‘we often hear 
the expression ‘Eisenhower wants 
this’ or ‘Eisenhower wants that.’ 
You’d never have htsrd that a 
year ago. It never occurred to 
most 
people 
that 
‘the 
general* 
would have opinions on such sub­ 
jects.” 
A break-in, shakedown year of 
general steadiness on foreign pol­ 
icy—with a good deal more ex­ 
perimenting, some mind-changing 
and long periods of fact-gathering 
in home front affairs—have helped 
prodrtce the Eisenhower of today. 
If the President is politically 
tougher, it’s to his advantage. For 
a rough, make-or-break year of 
action and decision lies ahead, 
with a full Eisenhower program at 
last outlined and dropped into a 
closely divided Congress already 
snarling with controversy. 
The political stakes are enormous 
—the success or failure of the first 
Republican administration in two 
decades. The way the President 
sees it, the G O P won’t deserve 
to keep control of Congress unless 
it puts bis program over. 
To Eisenhower, it is a “ dynamic, 
progressive, forward-looking” blue­ 
print for a “ stronger America” 
and the welfare of all Americans. ^ 
Yet on many of its details— |

Scdalia’s Liberty Park lagoon is 
undergoing a good cleaning and 
face lifting, something that hasn’t 
been done since the W P A days 
I when the walls were rocked and 
: the bottom cleaned out. That has! 
! been nearly 20 years. 
Some months ago the Sedalia 
Park Board 
began 
figuring 
on 
how the project could be carried 
out. 
The 
board 
w^as 
alarmed 
over the lagoon condition, not so 
much about the water, but health 
conditions. The problem was dis­ 
cussed pro and con and finally a 
decision was made to do some­ 
thing. 
The 
problem 
of 
costs 
arose 
which held it up for a time, then 
other plans were discussed and a 
solution found. Cooperation be- 
tw'een the Street and Alley Dept., 
the Sedalia Fire Dept., and then 
George Evans who w'anted the 
dirt that came out of the lagoon. 
In November the project was 
started with the draining of the 
lake. 
This turned out to be a 
problem. 
First the large key to 
turn the valve couldn’t be found, 
then the valve location wasn’t 
positive. 
A check of city records 
revealed nothing. 
Digging of dirt and debris from 
around the overflow started and 
dowm under the dirt the key w^as 
located, in bad condition, but it 
was repaired and made useable. 
Then the valve w^as found three 
feet beneath the muck and mire, 
all stopped up. 
Here is w'here the'Fire Depart­ 
ment played its role. Fire Chief 
John G. Lueck was asked to sur­ 
vey the situation. 
After a time 
Lueck contrived a deal in which 
he inserted a fire hose wnthin an­ 
other pipe and using the pumper 
on the big fire truck forced pres­ 
sure into the pipes and jettisoned 
the stopping dirt back into the 
lake and before a short time the 
drain pipe was as clean as when 
it was put in, the valve 
was 
cleaned out 
and 
made 
useable 
again. 
After this w^as completed the 
lake was finally drained dry. 
Friday morning 
a 
drag 
line 
from the Howard Construction Co. 
was put into operation along with 
a big bulldozer, the latter being 
operated by Olen How^ard, which 
.«ihoved the muck and mire into 
big piles from which the drag 
line worked.

W A SH IN G TO N , Jan.

A number of 
them balked hard at Eisenhower’s 
14-point program for revi.'^ion of 
the Taft-Hartley law, particularly 
the proviso calling for workers to 
vote in secret, government-held 
elections to 
determine whether 
they want to strike.

BOSTON, Jan. I 6~ .e» --Sen. Mc­ 
C arthy’s second Red>hunting visit 
to New England wound up today 
in an uproarious session m arked 
by the ejection of three persons 
from the hearing room. 
One was a witness reluctant to 
answ er questions about commu­ 
nism, another his law yer, and the 
third a spectator who had been 
ejected from the previous hearing 
as well. 
In addition, another witness and 
his law'yer avoided forcible ex ­ 
pulsion only because they broke 
off an argum ent with M cCarthy 
who had called tl, S. m arshals to 
ex pel them. 
Four of the day’s five witnes.ses 
invoked the Fifth Am endment of 
the U. S. Constitution when they 
w ere asked about Comunist party 
connections. The fifth said he was 
a Communist for a year or two 
after 1937. 
The m ost spectacular ejection 
was that of Nathaniel G. Mills, a 
Lynn employe of the General Elec­ 
tric Co. under suspension for re­ 
fusing to answ er M cCarthy at a 
previous hearing. Mills suddenly 
stood up in the rear of the court- 
romo, and shouted: 
‘M cCarthy, I accuse you of con­ 
spiring with the company and get­ 
ting the jobs of G eneral Electric 
people.” The senator was sitting 
as a one-m an subcommittee. 
Deputy m arshals wasted no time. 
To encouraging shouts of ‘thro w 
him out” from most of the specta­ 
tors, the m arshals yanked Mills 
out into the aisle, into the corridor 
and into an elevator. 
Mils resisted stoutly but not a 
punch was thrown. A few specta­ 
tors aplauded as Mills was hus­ 
tled out. 
Mills is under suspension for 
invoking the Fifth Am endment on 
the ground of possible self-incrim - 
ination w hen questioned 
about 
con» munism before M cCarthy here 
last November. 
The only witness who satisfied 
the senator was Simon Pallet of 
Lynn, a short, dark, soft-spoken 
m an who adm itted he had been a 
Communist in 1937 “and for a year 
or two after that.” 
He said he has been a GE em ­ 
ploye for about 13 years.

General Omar Bradley Urged 


To Run For U. S. Senate 


By Drew Pearson 
WASHINGTON—Gen. Omar Bradley , former 
chairman of the joint chiefs of staff and one 
nf the great military men of modern times, has 
b een approached b y California admirers to run 
for the U.S. Senate, as a Democrat. 
His reactions to the Senate approach are ex­ 
tremely interesting. In the first place, B.*adley 
worried ab out money —which is understand­ 
ab le, since he has lived on a meagre military 
salary all his life, and if he goes b ack on the 
federal pay roll as a senator he would forfeit his 
retired army pension. 
Rut more important, Uncle Omar is worried 
ab out the principle of military men mixing in 
po!itic.s. He regards this principle as most 
important. 
The trend started b y MacArthur and Eisen­ 
hower is dangerous and should not b e contin­ 
ued, he told California friends, for the military 
pi’ofession and politics do not mix. 
A general, for instance, must b e trained to 
insist upon military needs entirely apart from 
any political considerations. The politician, on 
the other hand, must b e willing to compromise. 
As long as military men don’t have political am­ 
b itions, Bradley explained, they will perform 
their job s fearles.sly and without compromi.se. 
But one a political career lurks in the mind of 
a general, his military actions are b ound to b e 
influenced b y politics. 
Therefore, concluded Bradley , military men 
mu.st stay out of the political arena. 
It so happcn.s that Uncle Omar gave exactly 
the same advice to his close friend, Ike Eisen­ 
hower, b ack in 19 48, and this was one reason 
Ike refused to run for President at that time. 
Bradley is intrigued at the idea of b eing a 
senator, however feel.s that he might make some 
contrib ution. But the negative factors outweigh 
the po.sitive, at lea.st for the moment. 
Note 1 — Adm. Thomas Hart, a Repub lican 
military man, was appointed to the U.S. Senate 
after the war and served with ftonor and dis­ 
tinction. He filled the unexpired term of Con- 
necticut’.s Sen. Francis Maloney and did not run 
for re-election. 
Xote 2—Bradley was b om in Missouri as a 
Democrat, b ut has never b een identified with 
politics one way or the other, though he was 
appointed b y Truman to b e Veterans Admini­ 
strator and later to the joint chiefs of staff. In 
each case he did an excellent job . 
Ike Modifies Red Stand 
President Eisenhow’er had a frank chat on 
loy alty prob es with a non-y essing Democratic 
corvgressman the other day in which Ike con­ 
ceded that some people may have misunderstood 
his recent statement that disloy al Americans b e 
deprived of citizenship. 
Ike told Congressman Harley Staggers of 
West Virginia that he referred (in his state of 
the Union message) to those who committed 
treasonab le acts to undermine the government. 
He did not mean former Communists who had 
b een duped into joining the Communb t party , 
b ut later renounced Commxmism. 
“I do not have the power, as President, to give 
citizenship to any one, b ut I do have the right 
to restore citizenship to a felon who has paid 
the penalty for his crime,” Eisenhower said. ”If 
a convicted felon can come b ack and b e a free 
man in a free world, then certainly those who 
espoused Communism, b ut later repudiated it, 
shotfid not b e stigmatized b y their fellow citizens 
for the rest of their lives. That’s not the Ameri­ 
can way .” 
‘T’m glad to hear y ou clear that up, Mr. Presi­ 
dent,” said the West Virginia Democrat, “b e­ 
cause I was a little confused my self b y what 
y ou said in the State of the Union message.” 
Staggers then read to the President an editorial 
ill the*Wall Street Journal, stating in effect that 
the newspaper hoped Eisenhower didn't mean 
what its editors thought he implied. 
Ike repeated his statement quoted ab ove, then 
added: “I also did not mean to imply any parti­ 
sanship in what I said.”

J aps Must Court Former Foes 


To Build Up Vital Commerce

From Toky o comes a report that the Japanese 
wdll try in 19 54 to repair the b ad relations they 
now' have with several of their Asiatic neighb ors. 
If true, the news is good. 
0 The Japs are sai’d to b e contemplating nego­ 
tiations with the Philippines, Indonesia and 
Burma, all countries which their armed forces 
overran in World War II. These talks would in­ 
evitab ly emb race the topic of Japanese repara­ 
tions for war damage inflicted. 
Up to now’’ the Japanese government has b een 
unwilling to discuss this touchy sub ject in terms 
b ig enough to satisfy the still emb ittered peoples 
of these neighb or nations. But evidently a new' 
attitude is developing. 
Since the b ig war ended, Japan has b een sus­ 
tained economically b y outright American aid 
and the heavy expenditures incident to prose­ 
cution of the Korean war. But now' that aid has 
dwindled and the Korean conflic-. is over and 
seems unlikely to b e resumed. 
At the same time, the Japanese population has 
continued to mount at a swift pace. The increase 
can only b e fed tnrough greater imports or b y 
taxing Japan’s limited area of cultivab le land 
more severely . 
If imports arc to b e the answer, then Japan 
must sell more goods ab road to pay for them, 
and this in turn means further imports of in­ 
dustrial raw' materials. So any sound economic 
future for a grow'ing Japan must b e defined in 
terms of enlarging trade. 
The United States and other Western pow'ers 
appear unwilling to ab sorb much additional 
Japanese output. The> do not want Japan to deal 
in volume with Communist China. 
Conse­ 
quently , the nations of Southeast Asia offer the 
only reasonab le ti^ding ground. 
This possib le economic tie-up b etween indus­ 
trial Ja^an and undeveloped Southeast Asia has 
long b een viewed b y experts as a natural. But 
the inherited hostiliy t from World War II has 
stood as a natural b arrier to its realization. 
Initiative for improving relations necessarily 
had to come from Japan. It could not b e forced 
b y the West. In fact, so long as America was 
pouring dollars into the Japanese islands, the 
effect was to reduce pressure upon Japan to 
patch things up with its Asian neighb ors. 
Now', how'ever, the heat is on. The whole free 
world must w'ish at this juncture that Japan is 
indeed serious in seeking fresh understanding 
w ith its w'artime victims. For a solid trade equa­ 
tion b etween this progressive industrial nation 
and its raw' - material - producing associates in 
Asia w’ould introduce into the Orient a pow'erful 
factor for stab ility and hence for peace.

Premature Reports Mislead 


Public On Medical Progress 


By Edwin P. J ordan, M.D. 
Over and over again a scientific or medical 
research worker makes some new' ob servation 
or draws a tentative conclusion from something 
already known which may have possib ilities in 
the prevention or treatment of disease. This may 
b e called progress. 
All too often some enthusiastic writer on medi­ 
cal sujpects hears of these scientific studies and 
writes ab out them in some dramatic way that 
people often reach the conclusian that the new 
prevention or treatment has b een thoroughly 
proved and is ready for use. 
An example of what I mean is the excitement 
caused b y work indicating a chemical sub stance 
know'n as cholesterol, which seems to have some­ 
thing to do with hardening of the arteries, is 
contained in higher proportion in the b lood of 
some people than in others. The major qu^tion 
is whether a diet in w’hich most of the foods 
containing cholesterol are eliminated or reduced 
will prevent or halt hardening of the arteries. 
It is known that some people have more ch<5- 
lesterol in their b lood and that certain foods 
(eggs and b utter, for example), contain a good 
deal of this sub stance. But, it is not ab solutely 
definite that those with a lot of cholesterol in 
the b lood are more likely to have deposits in 
their arteries which lead to hardening, nor is it 
certain that cutting dowm on the high-cholesterol 
foods w'ill reduce the amount of this 
sub stance 
in th'^b lood. 
Diet 3Ufht Not Help 
At prie n t it cannot b e claimed ab solutely 
that any 
will assist a person to avoid 
hardening of the arteries, though that time may 
come. In cutting out eggs, b utter, or other foods 
containing a lot of cholesterol there are some 
valuab le nutritional elements lost. 
IVhat is needed is Ynore knowledge, and this 
many reasearch workers are seeking with great 
energy . ' But at present it seems that a low'- 
cholesterol diet for the average normal grownup 
w'ouid b e going a little farther than is justified 
b y w'hat is known. It is also of doub tful value 
for one w'ith hardening of the arteries and high 
b lood pressure.
